“There are many, both of present 
generation and even some old con­ 
federates who do not know the exact 
particulars of the fatal injury to Gen­ 
eral Stonewall Jackson,” said J. R. 
Chambers, a Denton veteran of the 
army of Northern Virginia C. S. A. 
“Here is a clipping from the Path­ 
finder, which answers the question, 
‘What 
were 
the 
circumstances of 
Stonewall Jackson’s death?’ ” 
The 
clipping follows: “In the evening of 
General Jackson’s famous victory at 
Chancellorsville over federal troops 
on May 2nd, 1863, he and his staff 
rode out to reconnoiter the enemy’s 
position. 
A scattered fire was going 
on between the outposts of the two 
armies. 
Suddenly a confederate regi­ 
ment opened fire on Jackson’s staff, 
whom they mistook in the dark and 
tangled forest for federal cavalry. 
Several horses and riders of th*' party 
fell. 
Jackson received two shots in 
his left arm and one in his right hand. 
His horse dashed madly thru the 
woods and the general’s face was 
injured by the branch of a tree. 
Sev­ 
eral' staff officers caught tho horse 
and lifted Jackson to the ground and 
placed him in a litter. 
His wounds 
were aggravated by a fall when one 
of the men carrying the litter was 
killed. 
Jackson's left arm was ampu­ 
tated and he was expected to recover. 
But in a few days pleuro-pneumonia 
set in and on May 10th he died. 
He 
last words were: ‘Let us cross over 
the river and rest under the shade of 
the trees.’ 
He was buried at Lexing­ 
ton* Virginia.” 
There are not a few, 
particularly in the south, who believe 
that Jackson’s death was the begin­ 
ning at downfall of the confederacy, 
believing that his matchless genius 
and stategy would have prolonged the 
war if it had not given victory to the 
confederacy had he lived.

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WILL INVESTIGATE 
VETERAN BUREAU 


i H P ^ H c e thjit the full pressure 
^f-jirinBpresentatives from Texas and 
P Oklahoma will be brought to bear 
upon congress to insure an early and 
thoro investigation of the United 
States Veterans’ bureau of District 
No. 14, states the Fort Worth Record, 
was received Wednesday by the Dis­ 
abled American Veterans of World 
War chapel in that city from Con­ 
gressmen Guinn Williams, of Deca­ 
tur, and James V. McClintick of 
Oklahoma. 
McClintick, who is author of a res­ 
olution already introduced in the 
lower house to provide for the inves­ 
tigation, is now in Oklahoma City 
gathering evidence to support his bill. 
Williams is in Washington directing 
that end of the “campaign for a 
house-cleaning.” 
Representative Williams wrote H. 
C. Jordan, national executive com­ 
mitteeman of the D. A. V. in Fort 
Worth, stating: 
“ Replying to your favor enclosing 
resolutions for investigation of Dallas 
district, U. S. Veterans* bureau, will 
say that I appreciate same and should 
an investigation be ordered, which is 
likely, I assure you that any service 
that I can render w ill be gladly done.
